First off, I originally agreed to the draw because I was sure that 
Ron could win the game, and when he offered me a chance of breaking even 
I accepted it.

■ \ WHO OWKS THE FIAG? 

"Nebuchadnezzar spake and said unto them* la it true, 0 Shadrach, 
Moshach, and Abednego, do not ye serve my gods, nor worship the golden 
img® vhich I have set up?" - Daniel ill, iU 

"This "board will not sit here and listen to anyone who won't stand and 
salute the flag» . .Anyone who will not salute the flag of the United States of 
America has no' right to ask anything of its government," - Joseph C. Irwin, 
Director, Monmouth County" (N. J.) Board of Freeholders, Hew York lisgg, 
20 August 1970 

There was once a time when the flag of the United States of America belonged to. all 
of its citizens, without regard to their political opinions. It was a flag born in re- 
volution, standing not so much for a tract of land as for certain Ideas which the govern- 
ment of that land once pledged to uphold. 

Kow it has become a partisan banner, and the tiny minority of war-lovers wave it as 
they smash the heads of woman and children in the "streets. However, these same war 
queers object to the use of*the flag by people who prefer peace and want it now. It 
seems to be proper to wear a flag sticker on your oar window or a "hard hat", particu- 
larly when accompanied by a pro-war slogan or the name of a pro-war candidate. But it 
Is iiaproper, it seems, to wear a necktie with a flag pattern, or to use the flag in con- 
junction with a peace symbol^ 

What the war queers ^ro out to do is obvious. Ttiey want the flag to have all the 
prestige that it has as a national symbol, and "at the same time to attach this prestige 
to their own faction. This, of course, is impossible. Neither a sinking ship nor a 
sinking "cause can be kept above water by nailing the flag to its mast. All that will 
happen is that the flag will go down along with the cause' to which it has been attachod. 
If people foel shame at the si^it of their country's flag, tho^blame belongs with the 
men who appropriated that flag and flow it to justify the %lal massacre, the clubbing 
of peace demonstrators, and the suppression of the peace movement's duty - not right but 
duty - of free speech. 

The American Civil liberties Union has been swamped in recent months by~flag cases. 
According to an article in the September issue of their monthly Civil liberties . people 
have been arrested for the following acts: 

lm Sowing a flag to the roof of a oar. (This is perilously close to the flying of 
flags from car antennas, which is quite common.) 

2. Sawing a flag to a jacket, thus "mutilating" it* 

3m Wearing the flag as a kerchief, covering the head in a traditional symbol of 
mourning. 

4« Boing prosont whon a flag was burned. (Testimony of wltnossos was conflicting 
oven oh this point.) 

5« Sale or use of a flag superimposed on a dove, or with a peace* symbol on it, 'or 
with the "50 stars arranged in the shape of a peace symbol* (There is, incidentally, no 
law specifying the way in which the 50 stars may bo arranged on the canton of the U. S. 
flag.) 

6, Wearing clothing inj flag patterns. ' 

7. Showing up for a pro-induction physical wearing nothing but a flag. (The indua- 
tee claimed that if the government was going to ship him back wrapped in a flag, they - 
may as well send him out the same way.) 

In feet, according to tne Indiana director of the AGHF, "One of the most frequent 
kinds of hsxassmont is that in -which a motorcyclist wearing a flag on his jacket ia 
stopped by a policeman wearing a flag sown on his sleeve." (New York Pally News . 23 
August 1970 ) 

And drivers for United iarcpl Service and the Now Tork Telephone Company have been 
told that they can use flag stickers on their vehicles and 1 buttons on their clothes, but 
no o^hflps. Sags diaplayea in such a way ast to i^ioa*© sup po rt for peace are forbidden. 
A toiephone company spokesman put it very franWy whon bo said, w If the flag is oonsioV 
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ored to bo favorable to any ono side, then 'tfesft*0 too ted. That's -the sycfool of thla 
country. 11 Idko many Establishment positions, this ono protends to iflpartla^J^ whiltf . 
taking sides. "The flag Is intended to be at onoo everybody's symbol, and-, tho orablom of

NaturaXly, this 3s doing well for tho flag business - -wo nay rooall that ancient Rq* 
shoemkers organized frequent parados so that shoes would wear out faster, giving ; 

Several flag manufacturers, report record sales, including tho small- 
size flags called "graVo-<!»rkers". One of thorn, Ernnanuel Weinor of Art Flag Co., told 
tho How York Post that "even though patriotism was increasing, the flag business wis dying 
because now poopla aren't entering the* trade.* (22<Jfayl970 } "I have a-20-yoar-old son, 
but he's in college, dodging. tho draft/ Weinor said, "and ho won't even cone hero and

Senator aro not .sufficiently bloodthirsty* Hiis group, 
tho Conservative Ihrty, has nominated Janes Buokisjr, and his candidacy is being^asslduous-* 
ly ^qhal'W fetioral Review , whose editor is his brothor- ¥iU5a&. (Tho Jamas *ckl^y 
candidacy is a godson! for another James Buckley, &o^bliBher,of the pornographic weekly -

Instead' of the Democratic Jackass or tjhe Ropublican mastodon, the Conservatives liayo 
adopted as a symbol nothing less' 1ftan the flag of "tjio United Sfcatos of America.

In addition, a Now York state law says it Is a misdemeanor "to place a representation of 
tho flag on an envelope or business stationery and to uso that stationery for business 
purposes or correspondence, precisely what Buckley has done". (Hew York Post. 11 August 
1970 ) . , , 

At this point tho whole flag Issue roaches absolute chaos. Naturally, no Isgal ac- 
tion is going to bo taken against Buokloy or his party, no matter how many assistant dis- 
trict attorneys try to make themselves reputations by prosecuting housewives who have 
peace symbols supori^aposod on their car's flag stickors. All that will happen to him is 
that, despite long news reports in tho same newspapers that tried to make Goorgo tfellaco 
a "third major ©aaiidato" in 1968, Buckley will run a poor third. 

But a curious sort of rovongo Is shaping up against those who have tried to make 
display of our flag a substituto for defending an indefensible war. Eventually a Prosi- 
dont of tho United States - maybe ovon tho ptrosont ono - will bo forced to tho realiza- 
tion that only an irnmodiato withdrawal of all tJS troops from Vietnam vill save his politi- 
cal oar ocr. Ifeturally, tho war auoers wili assail him as a "ssll^** 11 , "bacfo-etabbor 0 , 
ani" traitor".
